Education in H aw aii. 


Dixon having two former citizens, 
M r. and Mrs. Jo h n K. Bu rkett, 
lead­ 
ing educators in the Sandw ich Islands, 
our readers and others w ill be 
in ter­ 
ested in all such matters as this: 
Daniel Logan, editor of the Honolulu 
Evening Bulletin , thus concludes an 
article in the current number of the 
North 
Am erican 
Review : 
“ On the 
whole, 
H aw aii 
may be proud of her 
scaools. 
They w ill not be the least 
val lable part of the estate she 
w ill 
bring into the 
Am erican 
common­ 
w ealth .'’ 
The facts presented by M r. 
Logan 
fully justify this conclusion. 
Out of a total revenue of rather less 
than $2,000,000, the youngest of the re­ 
publics ha.- spent $404,000, or rath er 
more than a fifth, upon its schools.

Am erican text books 
are used almost exclusively. Education 
in the English language is com pulsory 
apon all children between the ages of 
5 and 15 years.

Nor is education confined to 
citi/.ens of Am erican birth or descent; 
5180 full-blooded H aw aiian " are enroll 
e i in the schools, the half-breeds num- 
b *r 214*. the Portuguese 3bo0, the Ja p ­ 
anese 921. 
So that it is not a race with 
an alien language that we are asked to 
receive into the fam ily of this nation. 
Of the entire attendance on the public 
schools nearly 57 per cent is H aw aiian 
or partly H aw aiian by birth, 
and 25 
per cent is Portuguese. 
In addition to 
the free public schools there are a num­ 
ber of private academies and colleges 
in which tuition is by payment. 
M ore 
than a third of all the teachers in the 
schools and colleges of 
H aw aii 
are 


Am ericans. 
The natural destiny and the innate 
desire of H a w a ii 
tends 
toward 
in­ 
corporation w ith the United States. 
The people have been fitting them ­ 
selves for adoption a* a factor of the 
United States by just such

Fiber 1« Found to Make a Very 
Good Substituf« ’. 
Silk of ex cellent quality is 
being 
marie from the sp ruce tree in Europ e, 
and a movement th 011 foot to establish 
the industry in this country. 
It is said 
that tin- cost of making silk by this p roc­ 
ess is one tilth that of the sp inning 
in mi the silkworm 
0000011. 
The fiber 
takes dye as readily as the animal p rod­ 
uct ami can he woven as securely and 
as tap irily. 
It is also claimed that the 
t ns)le strength of tin* fabrn* is as great, 
as if not greater than, tin* real silk. 
Although the sp ruce lends itself to 
the p rocess I » otter than most woods, oth­ 
er forms of p ulp can he used, the in­ 
ventor even declaring that old newsp a­ 
p ers, after they have been cleaned of 
the p rinter’s ink, may he, readily made 
into silk. 
The inventor, who has made 
the subject a study for 
2 0 years, based 
his ex p erimental work on tin* fact that 
the silkworm, 
111 eating and assimi­ 
lating tin* leaf of the mulberry tree, ob­ 
tained the foundation of the silk from 
vegetable fiber. 
In trying to hit up on 
the p articular chemical p rocess that, the 
original liber went through before it, 
was sp un as silk by the loom he found 
that after (he liber hud been sep arated 
it ne“ded the chemical action of a cer­ 
tain form of glucose. 
In the m vv treat­ 
ment tin* tree is crushed, and the result 
ing fiber is mix ed with glucose and 
then p laced in deep metal tubs. A disk, 
somewhat like a steam p iston, is then 
forced down on the mass by hydraulic 
p ressure until it is comp ressed into a 
very heavy gum. 
At the bottom of the 
tubs are tubes terminating in tiny glass 
nip p les, with ex ceedingly small ap er­ 
tures. Under tin hydraulic p ressure the 
mix ture is forced out 
of these glass 
nip p les in silklike libers, which are so 
tin** that tin* girls who are emp loyed in 
this p ortion of tin* p rocess are obliged 
to wear highly magnifying glasses in 
• dor to sei! when any of the libers 
break. 
Tin* material 
is 
then car­ 
ried ov< r electrically heated drums, 
which dry the ether and the alcohol 
out of it. 
It h then p lunged into iced 
water, dried and sp ooled lor the looms. 
— Buffalo Ex p ress.

It in claimed by authorities on the art 
nf war that, the greatest blow of tho 
camp aign between Greece and Turkey 
was struck by Colonel Mahmoud Bey, 
who with one swift stroke of his sword 
comp letely severed a Greek 
officer’s 
head from his body. These same author­ 
ities generously admit that this trick 
may have been quite common in ancient 
times, when stalwart men swung heavy 
battlcax es, but they agree that it 
1s 
p ractically unknown in modern war- I 
fare. 
History is silent on the subject. There j 
is not a p lethora of literature bearing 
nu its accomp lishment. The original of 
nil such stories is, of course, “ The Ad­ 
ventures ot Jack the Giant Killer,’' 
which, for obvious reasons, does not 
help the subject. Scott describes a sim­ 
ilar ep isodw in “ The Talisman,” but 
the best, decap itation story, from an 
artistic p oint of view, is found in the 
memoirs of Gap tain John Kmith. 
The 
doughty cap tain vouches for the veracity 
of the details, though that is no good 
reason why we should not use tin* cus 
tomary p inch of salt. 
According to bis 
truthful chronicle, he overcame 
111 torn 
namenf the 
three champ ions of the 
Turkish army, decap itating each one 
with a single blow of his heavy sword. 
A writer who is evidently informed 
on the subject claims that Mahmoud 
Bey could not have accomp lished the 
feat ot decap itation with an ordinary 
saber and asserts that the ’l i n k’s yata­ 
ghan was "loaded” with quicksilver. 
The yataghan, he ex p lains, is a short 
sword, shap ed something like a butcher’s 
cleaver, with an ap p arently hollow tube 
running along tie* hack from hilt to 
p oint. 
This tube carries a charge of 
quicksilver. When fin sword is laid up ­ 
right, tins quicksilver rests at tho hilt. 
A s a blow is struck the liquid metal is 
burled down the grooved channel, lend­ 
ing deadly aririiti* mil weight to the 
blow. 
Tho assertion made that this is the 
sole instance of its kind in the. history 
of 
100 yeurs is n< t borne out by facts. 
The sumo feat was p erformed during 
the civil war, not with a ” loaded” yata­ 
ghan, but 
with an ordinary United 
Slat» s army saber. The man who wiclii- 
eri the sword 111 this ep isode, ( 'olonei IT 
BIokh Parsons, died recently in Bodies 
ter. 
( ’olonei Parsons was one of the 
wealthiest and best known men 
111 New 
York state, and though he hud le ver 
related the story the details were found 
among his p iivate p ap ers after his death. 
The incident, was illustrated and de­ 
scribed in Harp er’s Weekly at th« * time. 
It was in 1H(» 4. (olonei Parsons, who 
was noted as a horseman, was attached 
t«> General Hheridan’s staff. 
While rec- 
onnoitering one day with a squad of 
troop ers under General Davis they were 
surp rised by a detachment of Uonferier 
ate cavalry. 
A p itched battle ensued, 
and Parsons, who was in tie* rear, saw 
a rebel officer level a revolver at Gen­ 
eral Davis’ bead. Jabbing the sp urs in­ 
to his horse, lie swung his saber above 
his head, and, « lashing by just as the 
olficer fired, ho made a terrific full 
arm sweep . 
The Confederate’s head 
leap ed from the shoulders us swiftly as 
if it Imd been severed by a guillotine. 
The feat is more remarkable when it is 
considered that Parsons was a slim, 
beardless fellow of 2 1 . 
In comp arison 
Maiunoud Bey’s single slash with hi* 
yataghan loses much of its imp ortance. 
Colonel Parsons was brevet ted g» *.n r- 
al for distinguished services during tin* 
war, hut characteristic modesty forbade 
the use of that title when he return d 
to civilian life. 
Not only did he p er­ 
form the only anile ntie feat of decap i­ 
tation « luring the e h i l war. hut he was 
the hero of a remarkable ride.

T H E LARGES T SAPPHIRE. 


It 1» th e First of th e Kind Found In 
Idaho. 
An Idaho miner recently brought a 
stone to the m iners’ bureau, Denver, 
which was prououuced a sapphire of 
tin* purest water and the largest «*v«*r 
seen. The gem was nearly a cube, being 
about 1 La inches thick, 1 
inch« » s wide 
and 2 inches long. 
It was much water 
worn, showing plainly the pebbly con­ 
formation g radually assumed by g ems 
found in the beds of mountain torrents, 
the edges being very much rounded. 
This is the first sapphire of any size dis­ 
covered in Idaho. 
They are frequently 
found in Montana, and some fine stones 
have come from there. 
The owner of 
this stone is operating placer mines in 
Idaho, and the stone was found iu the 
tailing s and preserved on account of its 
bright blue color. 
N ew s of the find 
reached N ew York, and an ag ent of 
Tiffany, after examining 
the stone, 
offered $3,500 for it. The owner decided 
that if it was worth that in the rough 
it was probably worth much more and 
is now on his way to London, where he 
expects to realize its full value. 
The stout» is almost perfect, the only 
blemish being a fracture on one side ex­ 
tending less than one-eig hth of an inch 
into the stone.— Denver Republican.
